End of May, Today the first seal 
appears on the ice, I catch siglu of 
him from the roof, early in the morn¬ 
ing, and we start off after him, ex¬ 
cited and happy. For an hour we 
zigzag across the ice, then creep for¬ 
ward on our bellies. Just as we come 
within range, the seal hops to his 
blowhole and disappears. Greatly 
vexed, we return home. 

Finally, Hermann shoots a gull. 
We pluck the bird and put it on to 
cook. Again and again we raise the 
lid and breathe in die smell of Lite 
meat, and before the gull has fin¬ 
ished cooking, we have already drunk 
the strong soup. The next clay gulls 
come in Hocks, (lying so low that 
Hermann brings down 16, 

Ironically, that same evening our 
first bear appears in one of the traps. 
When Hetman 11 comes back with 
the joyful news, we make our way to 
the trap through a swirling storm. 
It takes ail our strength to turn the 
bear over in order to skin him. It is 
freezing work, but now we are rid of 
our worries about food. We can relax 
and enjoy life, 

&6 h is June, We are sitting on the 
roof of our hut, which is just now 
beginning to emerge from the snow. 
The sun is warm, and around us the 
arctic spring exults in heroic splen¬ 
dor and purity. 

Early this morning we were wak¬ 
ened by the twittering song of the 
little snow bunting, the only singing 


bird on Spitsbergen, When we crept 
out of our hut, the shimmering pink 
mists were still lying on the ice, 
and above, in radiant white, were 
high mist-bows thrown by the bright 
sun. 

Company after company of gulls 
come (lying past our shore, and on 
the ice seals are lying by the thou¬ 
sand, enjoying the glorious sun after 
the long darkness. To the farthest 
point tlie sea is sown with their black 
forms. 

Birds come from near and far, in¬ 
cluding whole skeins of eider ducks. 
Auks and small guillemots whip up 
and down in the water like little 
boats. 

Sometimes we climb the hills 
and he on the moss that has now ap¬ 
peared on the southern slopes. Here 
small poppies and crowfoot* which 
start to bloom under the snow, are 
reaching their tiny splendor. In front 
of us is a bird cliff, every niche and 
hollow sheltering a female bird brood¬ 
ing over her eggs. A deep peace, al¬ 
most an air of dedication, lies over 
the cliff. Full of solicitude and love, 
the parent birds await the new life 
that is in process, 

ice in the bay has begun to 
show watery paidles. TI1 en suddenly 
the whole tremendous structure dis¬ 
appears slowly westward. In a single 
day, with the wind from the south, 
the ice is driven out and the fiord 
is a sheet of glittering blue water. 

One morning we hear the blast of 
a ship's siren out at sea. It is the little 
Norwegian steamer that brought us

here last summer. I am overcome, 
partly by gladness and partly by 
pain, for now I must return home at 
last. 

A motorboat makes its way to 
shore and the sailors help us secure 
the hut against storms. Then we go 
back with them to the steamer. The 
women aboard embrace me as though 
each were my own mother. A thou¬ 
sand questions rain down on us; we 
cannot take them in. The engines 
throb, the ship begins to move. Back 
on the shore our hut grows smaller 
and smaller. The passengers stare at 
us, baillcd by our love for the coun¬ 
try that lies so black and bleak be¬ 
tween mist and water. 

No, I want to tell them, the Arctic 
does not yield its secret for the price 
of a ship’s ticket. You must live 
through the long night, the storms 
and the destruction of human pride. 
You must have 
gazed on the dead¬ 
ness of all things to 
grasp their living¬ 


ness. In the return of light, in the 
magic of the ice, in the natural laws 
of all being, revealed here in their 
completeness, lie the secret of the 
Arctic and the overpowering beauty 
of its lands. 

Feeling slightly alien, we sit in the 
dining saloon toying with the sauces 
and savories. They do not taste as 
good as' they used to. Facing us sits 
Bjornes, an old Spitsbergen inhabit¬ 
ant, in his dark blue fisherman’s jer¬ 
sey. He is holding in his hand a hunk 
of seal meat, from which he saws off 
pieces with his hunting knife.. He 
pays no attention to the sauces, and 
still less to the passengers. He does 
not look up, but he seems to feel 
that my husband and I are looking 
at him. He divines my pain at leav¬ 
ing the arctic wilderness, and as 
though he wishes to show some kind¬ 
ness, he cuts off a large piece of 
the black, dry meat 
and holds it out 
to me across the 
table.

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OYER 6,000 BILLS - In just three weeks, 

January 3 through 21, 
California Legislators topped all previ¬ 
ous records by introducing a whopping 
6,066 bills, constitutional amendments 
and resolutions. Eighty Assemblymen 
accounted for 3,951 of these; 40 Senators 
authored 2,115. At this writing the 
printing presses had not caught up with the 
legislators and final copies of all bills 
are not yet available. 

Many of these are "spot” bills--that is, 
they make a change in one or two words in a 
code or statute to justify their introduction. 
Significant ohanges oan be made by the author 
in committee if he "pushes” the bill. More 
often than not, the bulk of these spot bills 
die quietly without a hearing. 

Any bill can be amended (and most are) be¬ 
fore beooming law. Each legislator may in¬ 
troduce only two additional bills after 
February 28, the date the Legislature recon¬ 
venes, For copies of the full text of any 
bill, write the Clerk, Legislative Bill 
Room, State Capitol, Sacramento. FCL mem¬ 
bers may obtain them through Georges Weber 
at the Park Hotel, Sacramento, after 
February 28. Be sure to indicate the number 
of the bill. The next California NewsTWTtWT 


published later this month, will report pro¬ 
gress on bills discussed here end bring mem¬ 
bers up to date on additional ones. 

KNOW YOUR REPRESENTATIVES - Legislators 

packed their 

brief-cases for home at the close of the 
bill-writing session on January 21 and most 
of them will be in their home districts 
until February 28. This is the time for 
personal contacts with your Assemblyman and 
Senator (see December California Newsletter 
for their home addresses). We urge you to 
talk with them on the bills with whioh you 
are concerned. You can help the staff be 
more effective by reporting the results of 
your interview to the FCL office in San 
Francisco or Pasadena. Our efforts in 
Sacramento must be supplemented by these 
local contacts. Most legislators are eager 
to know the views of their constituents and 
your oontaots add weight to our presentation. 
Can you make a date with your Assemblyman or 
Senator this week? 

The following bills are listed together 
with their authors and the committees to 
whioh they have been referred. Committees 
have life-or-death power over a bill. If 
your representative is an author of the bill 
in whioh you are interested, or a member of 
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the pertinent committee, it is important to 
disouss it with him. 

To speak for or against a bill in committee, 
write the committee chairman and ask to be 
notified of the date and place of the 
hearing. (See page 8 for Committees) 

Any bill carrying an appropriation of funds 
must also clear the Senate Finance Committee 
and Assembly Ways end Means before going to 
the floor of either house for a vote. (See 
December California Newsletter "How a Bill 
Becomes a Law")

Would revoke or suspend the state 
license of any person who refuses to answer 
"any question" put to him in any legislative, 
executive or judieial proceeding, on the 
grounds that such testimony might tend to 
incriminate him. The measure would affect 
all persons licensed or registered under the 
Business and Professions Code, including doz¬ 
ens of professions and occupations—from 
physicians to building contractors. It is 
obviously aimed at those persons who have de¬ 
clined to testify against themselves as guar¬ 
anteed by the Fifth Amendment of the U. S. 
Constitution, 

Some legislators have succeeded in making the 
Fifth Amendment a discredited phrase in the 
minds of the uninformed. But Dr. Erwin N. 
Griswold, Dean of the Harvard Law Sohool gets 
to the heart of the matter in his recent book, 
"The Fifth Amendment." He writes, "The 
Fifth Amendment has been very nearly a lone, 
sure rock in time of storm. If we are not 
willing to let the Amendment be invoked, 
where, over time, are we going to stop when 
police, prosecutors or ohairmen want to get 
people to talk?" 

SB 1814 Senator Bums (D-Fresno) Referred 
to Committee on Business and Professions. 
Similar to the Chapel Bill. "Any licensee 
who fails or refuses to answer under oath on 
any ground whatsoever" questions put to him 
by any Congressional or State Un-Amerioan 
Activities Committee or suy other legislative 


committee or subcommittee shall be subject 
to disciplinary proceedings (revocation of 
license). This bill does not include execu¬ 
tive or judicial proceedings. 

Questions shall be related tot (a) Present 
advocacy of forceful overthrow of the govern¬ 
ment; or membership in the Communist Party,, 
present or past (since September 10, 1948). 

(b) Present or past (since September 10, 

1948) "knowing membership" in any organiza¬ 
tion which so advocates. It is important 
to note that, although the bill enumerates 
these specific areas, a witness, once he 
has answered any of these has probably waived 
his right against self-incrimination and must 
answer any other questions under threat of 
a possible contempt citation in addition to 
loss of his "license, certificate, permit, 
or certificate of registration." "Related 
to" is the key phrase here. 

Both bills present a radical departure from 
traditional licensing procedure. They 
could open the door to further debasement 
of licensure through more unwarranted con¬ 
trol of independent professions and trades. 
They offer a "Hobson’s choice" to licensed 
persons hailed before investigating commit¬ 
tees: forfeiture of his Constitutional 
right or his means of livelihood. 

Loss of Tax Exemption AB 1215 Levering 
|R-Los Angeles) and 22 co-sponsors. Re¬ 
ferred to Committee on Revenue and Taxation. 
Denies property tax exemption to non-profit 
organizations (ohurches, educational, unions, 
etc.) who "knowingly" allow their property 
to be used by "subversive" individuals or 
organizations. Subversive is then defined 
as a member of any of the nearly 300 organi¬ 
zations listed by the U. S. Attorney General. 
In the absenoe of proof to the contrary, 
said listing constitutes evidence that the 
organization advooates the overthrow of the 
Government "by force or violence or other 
unlawful means." 

This bill is an extension of the precedent 
established which requires a statement of 
non-disloyalty to maintain the tax-free 
status that ohurches and non-profit organi¬ 
zations enjoy. It would necessitate, if 
passed, that all organizations who signed the 
statement of non-disloyalty carefully screen 
speakers who might appear on their premises. 
The effects are obvious, end disasterous—a 
type of coerced self-censorship. Those who 
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saw no issue in the non-disloyalty statement 
should now see that those who demand conform¬ 
ity will go just as far as we allow them to 

Wire Tapping AB 612 Chapel and Johnson 
(R-Los Angeles) Referred toAssembly Judiciary 
Committee, Permits peace officers to tap 
telegraph and telephone wires, with court 
permission, if they think it will yield 
evidence of a crime such as murder, kidnaping, 
armed robbery, rape or sale and transportation 
of narcotics. The bill .is said to have the 
support of district attorneys and peace offi¬ 
cers, It would make their job easier, more 
efficient, and it introduces one further ex¬ 
tension of the long arm of the state on the 
rights of the individual. It is alien to a 
society that holds dear the right to privacy 
and to be secure in one’s own home. In an 
editorial on January 30, the San Francisco 
Chronicle said this? "This (wire tapping) 
is an obvious and deep erosion of the rights 
of the individual, and such erosions invite 
complete government control. Wire tapping 
is e police state method; no matter how attrac¬ 
tive to lew enforcement officers, it ought not 
to be tolerated in California," 

Penalty for Wire Tapping AB 965 Cunningham 
(t)-Ventura) To Assembly Committee on Judioiary 
Provides penalties, up to five years in prison 
or a fine not exceeding $5,000,for any person 
who taps telephone or telegraph wires in any 
manner. Section 640 of the Penal Code now 
specifically prohibits wire tapping, Mr. 
Cunningham’s bill would amend this section to 
provide the above penalties. 

Extension of Loyalty Oath SB 425 Thompson 
(R-San Jose) Referred to Senate Committee 
on Elections. Extends the Levering oath (now 
Section 3 of Article XX of the California. 
Constitution) to include all members of county 
central committees for political parties. 

Spot Bills AB 3428 McMillan and Elliott 
(Dams,-Los Angeles) and SB 1756 Senator ^ 
Richards (D-Los Angeles) are both titled 
^ T An act to amend Sections 32 end 23705 of the 
Revenue and Taxations Code, relating to pro¬ 
perty and bank and corporation tax exemption 
loyalty declarations.” These may be amended 
later to change or eliminate the loyalty de¬ 
clarations. 

The FCL of Northern California has explored 
this loyalty requirement for some months, in 
an attempt to come up with a constructive 


solution. We’ve written end discarded 
three bills that would effect the enabling 
legislation requiring the statement as a 
qualification for tax exemption. Finally, 
we believe that the problem lies with the 
Constitutional Amendment itself which denies 
tax exemption for "advocacy” by force, 
violence, or "other unlawful'means." The 
Legislature chose to enact the non-disloyal¬ 
ty statement to implement the Amendment 
approved by the voters as Proposition 5 in 
November, 1952. 

We propose the following addition to the 
Constitution which would negate the above 
as well as some of the proposed legislation 
outlined above, 

"Notwithstanding any other provisions of 
this Constitution, no tax exemption, employ¬ 
ment, license to engage in any occupation 
or activity, nor any other privilege or 
immunity shall be withheld or granted by 
this State or political subdivision thereof 
from or to any person by reason of such 
person’s holding, uttering or publishing 
any political, religious, economic or social 
beliefs or opinions; provided, that nothing 
in this section shall be construed to pre¬ 
vent or impair the establishment and enforce¬ 
ment of standards or qualifications for such 
employment or license which directly relate 
to the ability or competency of the person 
being employed or licensed to perform the 
duties for which he is being employed or to 
engage in the occupation or activity for 
which'he is being licensed; and provided 
further that nothing in this section shall 
be construed to limit prosecution or pun¬ 
ishment for crimes or the enforcement of 
civil liabilities for injury to other persons." 

At this writing, we have found no legislator 
willing’ to author it. The difficulties in 
passing it into law are legion; Two-thirds 
vote of each house, signed by the Governor 
and approved by the voters as a ballot 
measure. Nevertheless, the effort must be 
made sometime and introduction of legisla¬ 
tion is one of the best means of education, 

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT - 

Four Bills Aimed at Death Penalty: The FCL 
has introduced, through Lester McMillan (D- 
Los Angeles) and six co-authors, three 
Assembly bills to alter or abolish the death 
penalty in California. A fourth has been 
independently put in the hopper on the Senate 
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side to establish a Commission to study the 
entire question. 

AB 2089 McMillan, Masterson, Gaffney, 
Kilpatrick, Meyers, Donahoe and Hawkins. 

To Assembly Committee on Judiciary, Pro¬ 
vides that the death penalty shall be ap¬ 
plied in the case of conviction for a capi¬ 
tal crime only on specific recommendation 
of the jury. At present, unless the jury 
specifies otherwise, the death penalty is 
applied in first-degree surder. 


overwhelming success of conciliation: In 
seven years of operation, the various commis¬ 
sions administering these laws have settled 
all but six out of 5,900 oases out of court. 

SB 1765 Richards (D-Los Angeles) To Senate 
Committee on Labor and AB 1868 Hawkins, 
Elliott and Rumford. To Assembly Committee 
on Industrial Relations. Both bills are 
similar to AB 971 with some variations in 
establishing a Fair Employment Practices 
Commission end describing its powers. 


Piecing responsibility-squarely on the jury 
should result in fewer death sentences. A 
law so enacted in New Hampshire a few years 
ago bears out this contention. 

AB 2090 McMillan, et al. To Judiciary 
Committee. Suspends the death penalty for 
a five-year trial period. 


AB 2300 Hawkins and 27 co-authors. To Assembly 
Committee on Industrial Relations. Calls for 
prevention and elimination of discrimination 
and declaring a public policy in opposition to 
discrimination. Does not provide a commission 
or enforcement powers as included in AB 971. 
Damages up to $500 may be recovered in an 
action brought by the person discriminated 
against. 


AB 2091 McMillan, et al. To Judiciary 
Committee. Abolishes the death penalty. 

SB 1778 Dale Williams, Cunningham, Brown, 
Montgomery, Parkman and Busch. Referred 
to Committee on Governmental Efficiency. 
Established a Commission to study the pro¬ 
blem of capital punishment in California. 

This bill follows the recommendation of 
Attorney General Edmund Brown who has re¬ 
peatedly asked for a review of the entire 
system and recently questioned the value of 
capital punishment as a deterrent to orime. 

An FCL pamphlet, "This Life We Take", stat¬ 
ing the case against oapital punishment, 
will be available by February 15—cost 
10^ each. 

EQUAL RIGHTS - 

FEPC AB 971 Rumford (D-Berkeley) and 20 
oo—authors. Referred to Assembly Committee 
on Governmental Efficiency and Eoonony. 


Repeated attempts have been made to pass an 
FEPC law in California. In 1953 a bill similar 
to AB 971 was killed in committee by a 7-6 
vote"! A~milder version came out of committee 
but failed to go.beyond the Assembly because 
of a tie vote—35-35. 

Statewide Committee Formed: The California 
Committee for Fair Employment Practices has 
been formed to enact an FEPC and other equal 
rights measures in 1955. It includes represen¬ 
tatives of all the minority groups and labor, 
churoh and civic organisations. Trevor Thomas 
represents the FCL on the steering committee. 
William Beoker of the San Franoisco Labor. 
Committee to Combat Intolerance, is acting 
coordinator,

and Hawkins# To Assembly Ways and Means. 

Aimed at elimination of the "quota" system by 
schools and colleges and promoting equality of 
education by prohibiting discrimination based 
on race, religion, ancestry or national origin. 

Creates an Office of Fair Educational Practices 
within the Department of Education with powers 
to investigate charges of discrimination in 
education, determine their validity and take 
appropriate action—first through mediation and 
persuasion. If these methods fail, provisions 
are made for public hearings by the State De¬ 
partment of Education. 

INDIAN LEGISLATION - 

Congressional action regarding termination of 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs services in 
California will probably await the coming re¬ 
port of the California Senate Interim Commit¬ 
tee on Indian Affairs# The Interim Committee 
report will not be released until April, which 
means that the 84th Congress will be hard 
pressed to develop a bill satisfactory to all 
concerned. 

The California Indians Congress has drawn up 
a Resolution and is asking approval from ell 
of the State’s 117 reservations. It calls 
for separate bills for each reservation based 
on the consent of the Indians living there, as 
opposed to a blanket bill covering all reser¬ 


vations. Information may be nad from 
C.I.C.’s President, Erin Forrest, Alturas, 
California. 

SB 216 Senator Brown (D-Shoshone). To 
Senate Committee on Judiciary, Legalizes 
Indian custom marriages and divorces up to 
December 31, 1954, after which time Indians 
will be expected to obtain regular contrac¬ 
tual marriages. 

SB 1549 Dale Williams (D-Alturas) To 
Senate Committee on Fish and Game. Restores 
hunting and fishing rights to Indians as 
they existed prior to the passage of e fed¬ 
eral law which gave local and state govern¬ 
ments authority in Federal Reservations. A 
number of spot bills which may affect 
California Indians have also been introduced. 
It is impossible at this time'to determine 
the intent of their autnors. 

EDUCATION - 

Review of Li brary Books : SB 241 McCarthy 
(R^brin), Dilworth (H-Kiverside). Re¬ 
ferred to Senate Committee on Education. 
Provides that the governing ooard of any 
school district shall appoint one or more 
persons to review all library books acquired 
in the last five years as well as all new 
books which may be proposed for the library. 
The reviewers nust report to the school dis¬ 
trict those books they believe to contain 
"indecent, immoral, or obscene writings, 
drawings, or designs." The school board may 
then decide whether or not to retain the 
book if already on the library shelves. Af¬ 
ter the effective date of this article all 
new books must be screened by the "employee 
or employees" so appointed. 

Questions Whose standards of decency, moral¬ 
ity aruT lack of obscenity shall apply? Can 
the proponents of this bill show cause why 
the present methods of seloting books should 
be abandoned in favor of this dubious propos¬ 
al? 

Political Action AB 203 Elliott (D-Los 
Angeles)” Prohibits local school boards 
from limiting the political activities of 
their teachers beyond limitations imposed 
by State law. This proposal grew out of 
restrictions imposed on teachers by the San 
Francisco school board, 

Bible Reading SB 1152 Dilworth (R-Riverside) 
and Desmond (D-Sacramento). Referred to 
Senate Committee on Education. Adds an

Article to the Education Code entitled "Moral 
Instruction" which provides that "material 
that will promote and encourage moral and 
spiritual values, including selections from 
the Bible, may be read in public schools. 

The State Board of Education is to publish 
a syllabus of materials in this category, 
which shall be made available to all public 
schools. 

In 1953 a bill with compulsory provisions for 
Bible reading was killed by a tie vote in 
Committee. Senator Dilworth describes this 
bill as a "voluntary" one and hopes for less 
opposition than in the past, 

COMMUNITY MENTAL HEALTH ACT- AB 1159 Doyle 
~R-Lafayette), To Assembly Committee on 
Social Welfare, Patterned after the ex¬ 
cellent New York Mental health Act now in 
successful operation, this bill permits and 
encourages the setting up of locally adminis¬ 
tered mental health program for the treatment, 
prevention and rehabilitation of the mentally 
ill. (Local means city and/or county or 
counties of 50,000 population). 

Local programs could include any or all of 
the followings 
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is made by the State Department of Mental 
Hygiene (to insure uniform standards). 

Advisory Board - 

A nine man local mental health advisory 
board and a mental health director are ap¬ 
pointed by the local governing body (Board 
of Supervisors, etc.). The board consists , 
of two physicians and seven lay persons 
active in mental health, and would: 

1. Review the mental health needs of the 
community, its resources and problems. 

2. Submit a program to meet these needs 
and recommend the Director of the program. 

3. Serve in an advisory capacity to the 
director and the local governing body. 

The Director oi the program is appointed 
by the local governing body. It appears to 
be optional whether the program is to be 
under a separate local department or under 
existing local health officers. The language 
of the bill is not clear on this point. 

A Conference of Local Mental Health 
Directors is created to set standards in 
consultation with the State Director of 
Mental hygiene. 


1. Preventive measure against mental illness 
and retardation. 

Information a 1 Bond educational services to 
general public and doctors, ministers, social 
workers, peace officers, etc. 

3. Consultation servioes to schools, courts 
and other agencies. 

4. Out-patient diagnosis and treatment.

State funds would metoh local funds at the 
rate of seventy-five cents per capita (based 
on local population), up to one-haIf of the 
cost. Let's say that a city of 20,000 out¬ 
lines a program oosting $35,000 a year. The 
State would then contribute $15,000 of this 
total (20,000 people @ #.75 each). If the 
cost were $20,000 the State's contribution in 
this case would be reduced to $10,000 (not 
more than one-half).

Weaknesses? 

There seem to be some weaknesses in this 
bill in measuring it against the New York 
law: 

1. Some feel that the reimbursement funds 
are not adequate to do the job at 75 cents 
per capita. The original plan from the 
State Department of Mental Hygiene called 
for one dollar per capita. 

2. It might be risky to permit the overlap 
of office in the persons of the local mental 
health director and the county health 
officer. Some health officers would tend 

to be primarily concerned with physical 
health problems, to the detriment of the 
mental health program. 

3. The language of the bill is ambiguous in 
some’instances• 

Assemblyman Doyle stresses the need to iron 
out all differences of opinion before the 
bill is heard in Committee, as very diverse 
opinion from lay and professional people 
conoemed with the problem could kill the 
entire program. And the consensus seems 
to be that, all in all, the Act has much 
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to commend it* Strong local support is nec¬ 
essary as any program carrying an appropria¬ 
tion is certain to meet opposition in the 
econony-minded Senate* 

AB 1158 Doyle (R-Lafayette), To Assembly 
Committee on Public Health* Makes an appro¬ 
priation of $233,590 for the above Community 
Mental Health Act for the fiscal year be¬ 
ginning July 1, 1955* 

Mental Health Budget: If passed as is by the 
Legislature, the $70,494,901 budget proposed 
by the Governor for operation of mental hos¬ 
pitals and clinics will provide for increased 
costs, number of patients and new facilities 
as well as for improvement in the level of 
treatment* 

CHILD CARE CENTERS - 

AB 980 E. R* Geddes (R-Claremont) et al* To 
Assembly Committee on Education. Some fifty 
members of the Assembly have co-sponsored a 
bill to continue child care centers. This 


bill extends without any time limit the presenl 
law, due to expire June 30, 1955* It pro¬ 
vides for a $55 increase in the sliding 
scale of maximum family income governing 
eligibility for a child 1 s admittance to 
child cere centers. Other proposed amend¬ 
ments in the present law appear to be minor.> 

FCL is supporting this bill, believing that 
the need for such centers is a continuing 
one, and that the community has a direct 
interest in the welfare of children of working 
mothers, who otherwise must chooso between 
leaving their children unattended, "farming" 
them out, or giving up work and resorting 
to relief. 

Several other bills have been introduced: 

AB 536 Conrad and Geddes. Extends emergency 
child care legislation to June 30, 1957, 

AB 537 Conrad end Geddes. Makes an appropri¬ 
ation for child care centers until June, 1956. 
SB 639 Richards. To Committee on Education. 
Extends child cere center law indefinitely, 
makes an appropriation, and declares the 
emergency thereof.

Is It Temporary or Permanent? 
legislation. 


Only the UMT section carries a July 1, 1959 ter¬ 
mination date. The rest of this bill is permanent 


Is There a Choice of Two Years or Six Months? Theoretically yes, youths under 

nineteen could, within quotas 

fixed by the President, volunteer for six months UMT training and then serve 
nine and one-half years reserve duty. The current proposal is for 100,000 
to be given this option. When the quota is filled, other young men will be 
liable for two years active military duty under selective service. 

Is This a Volunteer System? The Defense Establishment in their publications lay 

great stress on the M volunteer" asped-ts of the 
proposals. But it is voluntary only in the sense that a young man can choose 

what branch of military service he would like to enlist in, and he may or ma y 

not be permitted to enter that branch of service. 

In any case he has to serve a total obligation of at least eight years: 
six years in the Reserves if he has two years of active duty; nine and a half 

years in the Reserves if he has six months of UMT. 

The UMT Trainee C a n Be Called to Active Duty: Under the provisions of H.R, 2967 , 

the UMT trainee serves six months 

in the National S e curity Training Corps, and is paid $30 P er month. He is then 
transferred to a reserve component. If he does not fulfil his reserve obliga- 






tiona satisfactorily he shall he inducted for active duty for an additional 
period of training and service of not more than eighteen months. 

What Are the Reserves? Each person leaving either active service or UMT training 

goes to the Ready Reserves which has an active status. 
Members of the Ready Reserves shall have an annual maximum of 48 "assemblies 
for drill or., periods of training, instruction or duty," plus a maximum of 
I"? (jpv-s encampment. For those unable to a.ttend weekly drill, the maximum en¬ 
campment shall be J>0 days. 

p>, on a person is no longer required in the Ready Reserves, he may be 
placed in the Standby Reserves, but is subject to re-assignment to the Ready 
Reserves if needed. 

Passage of HR 2967 means! 

Perm anent Universal Military Training 

Analysis of tho "peace-time reserve" plan(H/R 2967 ) reveals: 

a- IT IS COMPULSORY (not voluntary). The "choices" are confined to enlistment 
at 17 or 18 or being drafted at 20 . 

b- IT IS UNIVERSAL. All but the physically unfit must serve. 

c- IT IS PERMANENT. This UMT plan is subject to renewal on July 1, 1959* How¬ 
ever, service under this rl,tn has no such termination date. For instance:

is empowered to:

2- shuttle boys from Reserve to National Guard, to Regular Service ,&• 

3 - call men into active service at will

Then she 
joined the staff of Flanner House, 
Negro Christian social center, in 
Indianapolis. My second time 
back from Africa we married. 
My wife came with me here in 
1918. Our first African footfall 
together was on Cape Town’s 
docks. Our three children were 
all born on Africa’s equator at 
the Congo’s second crossing. 

You will see, thus, the person¬ 
al bias I bring to this occasion. 
For as are all men, I am biased. 
When a man says “I speak with¬ 
out bias” he should perhaps be¬ 
come the object of scrutiny. 

C ONTINUAL slow progress 
over many years has been 
made in race relations and in 
later times the rate of progress 
has increased. There is encour¬ 
agement in this, I should judge, 
to almost all Americans, even 
probably to some Americans who 
are not yet able publicly to attest 
all the inner encouragement, 
peace of mind, ethical and per¬ 
sonal satisfaction they increas¬ 
ingly feel. 

Let me at this point say some¬ 
thing about two of the forces 
in America which have greatly 
contributed to this progress from 
the early stages, have constantly 
kept hope lighted, faith unfail¬ 
ing, courage and daring ever evi¬ 
dent. 

These two forces are religion 
and education, often almost in¬ 
extricably intermixed. Concern¬ 
ing them let me put three state¬ 
ments before you. 

The first is that the earliest 
education of Negroes in the 
United States was by Christian 
agencies. (Indeed, even before 
that, the earliest education of 
anybody in what became the 
United States was by Christian 
forces. The dynamic of the 
Christian religion was the initi¬ 
ator of education everywhere in 
North America.) 

After President Lincoln’s proc¬ 
lamation of January 1, 1863, 

emancipating the slaves, and the 
close of armed hostilities of the

Lincoln’s Sense of Humor 

by Kirby Page 


A BRAHAM Lincoln had 
the reputation of being 
the best storyteller of his 
day. He was never at a loss 
for an appropriate ancedote 
and was always ready with 
a joke. One reason is found 
in the fact that by nature he 
was sad and melancholy, and 
with him humor was a means 
of release and relaxation. 


Once at the Hotel Astor 
where the bill of fare was 
printed in French, Lincoln 
without hesitation called for 
a sine qua non of beans and 
an ipsedixit of pork. Con¬ 
cerning a voluminous paper 
submitted to himfihe said: 
“It’s like the lazy preacher 
that used to write long ser¬ 
mons, and the explanation 
was, he got to writin’ and was 
too lazy to stop.” 

He once told of the preach¬ 
er who in a sermon asserted 
that while our Savior was the 
only perfect man, there is 
no record of a perfect wom¬ 
an. Whereupon he was in¬ 
terrupted, “I know a perfect 
woman.’? “Who was she?” 
asked the minister. “My 
husband’s first wife,” came 
the reply. 


Lincoln once illustrated a 
point by reference to a boy 
who was riding a horse for 
sale and when asked if the 
horse had splinters answered: 
“Well, mister, if it’s good 
for him he has got it, but if 
it ain’t good for him he 
hasn’t.” 

An experience reminded 
him of the member of a dele¬ 
gation visiting the state peni¬ 
tentiary who got separated 
from his party and could not 
find his way out. Seeing a 
convict in a cell, he asked 
the prisoner, “Say! How do 
you get out of this place?”,- ^ 


The burden of his office 
sometimes seemed unbear¬ 
able. Lincoln felt as though 
“history had ordered him to 
straddle a cyclone and ride 
it if he could.” He once told 
a general: “If to be the head 
of Hell is as hard as what I 
have to undergo here, I could 
find it in my heart to pity 
Satan himself.” 

When reproached because 
he told a funny story in a 
time of serious crisis, the 
President replied: “If I 
couldn’t tell these stories I 
would die.”

Dan Genung talked with you about be \ng the guest speaker at 
our Young Adult Conference on Labor Day week-end; this letter will 
give you more details. Dates: September 3, 4 and 5. 

At their planning session the first part of February the 
representatives of the Young Adult Fellowship chose as the theme 
for their Labor Day conference - ’Seeking the Will of God*. This 
theme grew out of a discussion of our brotherhood theme for 1955- 
56 - Christian Education - and specifically out of the question 
"Are we educated Chriscians?" Your book, How To Find the Will of 
God , provided the wording for our theme and also the hope that you 
would be able to guide us in developing such a dynamic study* 

Here's how your part in the program is tentatively set up: 
Three times - once each day (Sat., Sun., Mon.) - you will talk to 
all of the adults on one phase of 'Seeking the Will of God'. 
Following your talk the group will break down into approximately 
five small buzz sessions led by ministers and other qualified 
persons who are notified well in advance of the conference. The 
buzz groups will be allowed a definite amount of time to discuss 
your thoughts and ideas and to prepare three or four questions 
to be asked you when the groups meet together again. Briefly, 
then, each day will have (1) your talk (2) buzz sessions and 
(3) together for questions. These three steps will be given 
approximately 2 hours , although we haven't completed the exact 
schedule as yet. We hope that as much or more will be gained by 
informal small groups who talk with you during the free times. 

You know so very much more than we about how to find the 
will of God that we hope you will choose your own three sub-themes. 
The representatives suggested the following ways through which we 
might seek God's will: prayer and meditation, personal living , 
study, music and inspirational experiences, Christian fellowship, 
personal evangelism, service, fllissions and world living . Our pastor 1 
counsellor underlined his choices. If you will send us the sub¬ 
themes that you select, we will use them in planning our morning 
worship and other parts of the program.

Dear Kirby: 


I want to thank you again for for your friendship and 
generous giving of your time in connection with ray book. Dad , 
is still talking about the lunch you shared with us, and especially 
about the story of the Catholic priest. 

Your reaction to fSQM MYSTERY TO MEANING did not greatly 
surprise rae. My feeling is that it is more a reaction to Sherwood's 
long preoccupation ftAth Spiritualism than to ray attempt at a scien¬ 
tific hypothesis. Subconsciously you may be a little afr^aid that 
ray work would lead others into similar investigations, and so divert 
thera from present spiritual and social responsibilities. 

My own feeling at this point is that the presentation of a 
logical theory of personality as an eternal and responsible spirit 
will serve as a stimulus to raany for the acceptance of spiritual 
discipline and social duties. 

Your judgment as to the lack of interest in these matters is 
not ray experience. Si ray pastoral work I find ten who are baffled 
and searching for the kind of answer I have given to one whose pri¬ 
mary concern is in your field. She head of a large circulating libra¬ 
ry confirms that on theip basis of the books taken out by general 
readers. 




One question keeps returning to ray mind although it is with 
considerable hesitation that I put it into words. How does your atti¬ 
tude differ from that of any fundamentalist who opposes OE^rideas apart 
from his specific creed—except that yours are more true to Christ in 
my judgment? "This one thing" is more Pauline than Christian; and the 
discouraging of reverent and honest questioning in the presence of mys¬ 
tery does not sound like the Master. Progress comes by pushing back the 
shades shades of mystery and by following whatever truth is bared.
